".Never judce a man by his looks,'!

remarked Walter Wilmot, once a ront
outfielder of the National lencue.
"Never piny oirhcr a man or a horse .by
their persounl appearance or you may
cet stune in Mto i'.a,sli reposftnry. I
learned that lesson in Chicago twenty
years aco, and it cost me $100 for mv
eductition.

"J played left Held for Anson 'steam
in ihat yood old day, and it was some
left field, T can assure you. It was the
worst sunfiold in the country, bar none,
and when the red rays fell across that
territory about the sixth inninp evorv
afternoon it was a task for a man with
six eyes to look after nnythinc that
came out in left, fly, liner or grounder.

"1 worked hard out there and did mv
best, but I know that some of thorn
Cot away. The public hooted or sympa-
thized, some of thorn knowing the con-
ditions I was up against, and others
thinking that an outfielder should get
everything that came his way. I just
did my best and took it out in vituper-
ating the name of the architect who
built, that ball yard and sot left field
where it was.

"One morning, while we were prac-
ticing, a rural looking cuss, who Bcemcd
to have iust arrived on a load of hay.
ami hadt probably got into the park
while bringing some grass seed to the
grottndkeeper. stood around wliilo wo
were chasing the ball. After awhile
he addressed himself to me." 'Soonis to me. Mr. Wilmot,' said
he, 'that you don't play that loft field
right. You'd oughta git some of them
balls that is always gitlin' by you.'

"Naturally this mado me tired. 'Go
on. you 'Rube,' 1 growled. 'What do
you know about bttllplaving! Like a
whole lot of other mutts that watch
ball gaiiifs, vott ialk through your hat.'" 'iUebbo'so.' said the Rube, 'but I'd
jest about bet a littlo money that if I

was on that job 1 wouldn't let them
balls git by.'" 'A bug, a bug right,' 1 snorted,
'Why, Hube. T'd bet you $100 that you
could go out there in my field and T'd
knock you ten flies and .you wouldn't
catch three of the ten. Got any real
money with you?'" '"Well, now,' replied my critic, '1
nin't no ball pla3'er. .lest the same,
them balls look too easy to me. I'll
jest take 3'ou up on that hundred.' And
he peeled off a century from a thick
roll, while a friend of mine in the
crowd produced tho monoy for me, as
I naturally had no money in my uni-
form.
